A postoffice in fe c to r was here one 
day this week investigating the con­ 
troversy which has arisen over the 
appointment of the carrier on rural 
mail route number thirteen out of 
New 
Salem. 
John Farrington, who 
was once carrier on the route, is the 
carrier now after having been off 
duty for some time when two other 
men served. 
It seems that the 
trouble arose 
when John Farrington wa> appointed 
recently to take the route over the 
head of Perry Downey’, who was the 
Substitute o f John Stech, resigned 
carrier, and the logical man for the 
place. 
Farrington was carrier for a num­ 
ber of years on the route until one 
year ago this fall, when he asked for 
several weeks’ vacation to visit rel­ 
atives in the West. 
When the post­ 
office department refused to grant 
him the 
right to take 
that long a 
period off duty, he promptly resigned. 
John Stech of tin's city, who had 
resigned as city mail carrier here just 
previous to Farringtoil’s resignation, 
was appointed to fill the 
vacancy!, 
He took the jo c u n d carried the mail 
for a short time, but did not find the 
work to his liking. 
When Mr. Stech resigned as rural 
mail carrier, Perry Downey, his sub­ 
stitute, took up the work and it was 
argued that he was the logical suc­ 
cessor to Mr, Stech. 
It seems that 
charges were 
preferred 
with the 
postoffice department at Washington 
against Downey by some of his pa­ 
trons. 
Iii the meantime John Farrington 
had returned from the West and de­ 
cided that he would like to have the 
place, which he had 
resigned, back 
again. 
He set about to get the ap­ 
pointment, so it is said. 
The reason for a postoffice in­ 
spector, it is said, is because the ju s­ 
tice of the charges preferred against 
Downey is doubted. 
It is not known 
whether any action will be taken in 
the matter.

Corn husking is beginning in full 
force in practically every part of the 
county. It is perhaps more generally 
started in the valley 
than on the 
higher lands for the familiar reason 
that, because of the different charac­ 
ter of the soil, corn ripens there a 
little earlier than elsewhere. 
Put it 
is beginning in every township, and 
no able-bodied man can very consist­ 
ently complain of a lack of work for 
the next few weeks, for there is hard­ 
ly a community that has not more or 
less room for additional help in the 
fields. 
Rome of the grain is still too damp 
to be safely piled in great Quantities, 
and many farmers sort it roughly as 
they husk, throwing the softer ears 
in one corner of the wagon bed, to be 
kept out of the 
cribs and .pens in 
which the sounder corn is to be shov­ 
eled. The task of husking the crop, 
"ill, in some respect, be a little light­ 
er than usual. For one tiling, there is 
less down com than has often been 


I encountered in recent years, and this 
lightens the labor of the husking to 
a great extent. 
On the other hand, 
much of the corn which is fallen has 
sprouted and grown fast to the earth, 
and this is unpleasant in more ways 
than one. 
The indications are that the crop 
will be at least a fairly good one, 
despite the 
discouragements which 
surrounded it earlier in the season, 
and with the present beginning, which 
is m very good time, there is every 
likelihood that the whole crop will be 
safely put away before Hie weather 
turns permanently bad. 
Wheat sowing has been resumed in 
the dry spots of Rush 
county and 
this is the first time in many years 
that wheat sowing has run into corn 
gathering time. 
There arc 
some 
farmers of the county who had sowed 
no wheat until this week. 
There are 
some, however, who got their wheat 
sown early^and the early sown wheat 
is up and said to be looking fine.

“One-third of the quantity used for 
blasting is equal to any other powder, 
including dynamite. 
A great advan­ 
tage the new explosive has over dyna­ 
mite is that it can be made by any 
one who has the formula and used fif­ 
teen minutes later, while dynamite has 
to be kept at least ninety days. 
It 
doesn’t freeze like dynamite. 
“A peculiar thing about its use in 
firearms is that while it does greater 
execution there is scarcely any recoil. 
For use on warships the saving would 
be enormous, not only on the cost of 
the powder, but it would also prevent 
the damage done to the ships by the 
recoil of the large guns and would pro­ 
long the life of the weapons.”

Arabs Uneaten lo Greek the

Malta, Oct. 27.—For not complying 
with. the rules of censorship, several 
English correspondents have been ex­ 
pelled from Tripoli.

Thanks for your kind article rela­ 
tive to the recent visit of my friend 
Woodward and myself to Rushville. 
I met Mr. Woodward there by ap­ 
pointment on the 30th to asoet tain 
what changes had been made iii the 
place and people since we 
left 
it 
sixty-one years ago. We had been 
boyish friends elsewhere but 
later 
passed several happy years together 
iii Rushville, but have known little of 
the place since 1849, and when we 
recently appeared on its streets wet a 
as completely bewildered as Rip Van 
Winkle was on bis return from his 
long sleep. 
The Rushville we knew 


J had vanished and left no trace fae- 
j hind with the exception of one two- 
story brick building south of 
the 
J the eonrt house in which the Rush­ 
ville Whig was first published on new 
material, in 1840. by P. A. aud O. *'. 
Hue kl eman and in which I learned 
to set type. 
Tile ©Id brick eonrt house with its 
I brick floor, which I first saw in 1839, 
J and a later and better one, built by a 
I Mr. Elder, have been displaced by a 
j larger and beautiful building which 
will compare favorably with the best 
I of the kind iii the State. 
Aud where 
are all the good fellows 
we 
left 
[there! 
Alas, all probably in their 
dreamless graves except two—Jeffer­ 
son C arr aud Col. Ed. Wolfe, exaudi- 
1 tor of our state and a ready, off­ 
hand sjleaker and most genial gen- 
t leman. 
We spent a pleasant time 
with both iii resurrecting the past 
and connecting the prescut genera* 
t ion of Rushville with the one we 
knew. 
In 18tfi the place then contained 
about 500 
inhabitants 
and 
they 
J clustered clo-cly arround the public 
square, 
The population was almost 
purely American from all part- of 
the country with a large proportion 
of Kentuckians whose warm and hos­ 
pitable manner gave one, as it still 
does, to the place. 
But to my friend 
and I the Rushville of 1849 had ut­ 
terly vanished and in its stead we 
found a compact and beautiful 'city 
filled by the warm -hearted descend­ 
ants of the generation we had known, 
who gave us a reception so cordial 
that I will quote a description of it 
from a private letter I have rec'rived 
from Mr. Woodward since our re­ 
turn from Rushville. 
Of general 
Hackleman’s 
family 
only two are now living, Mrs. Joseph­ 
ine Conner and Mrs. Fanny Hack’e- 
man Ayres—his youngest daughters, 
both residents of Rushville. 
I spent 
a most interesting bour with Mrs. 
Ayres on the 1st inst. 
She has long 
been 
an invalid, 
confined 
to the 
house, but able to 
pass 
from one 
room to another in a wheeled chair, 
and is a most gentle, refined and in­ 
telligent woman who is surrounded 
by momentos of lier beloved parents, 
and whose great desire is that Indi­ 
ana should suitably honor the mem­ 
ory of lier heroic father who gave his 
life for his country at Corinth. 
He 
was a man of the Lincoln type, th? 


lender of his party at home and the 


idol of his men in the array. Ile loved 


music and poetry and plavel well on 


the violin. 
Campbell’s “Pleasures of 


Hope” was an especial favorite. 
His 


wife possesesd 
a 
remarkablv full 


sweet voice of great compass. Bums’ 
song was her favorites and it was al­ 
ways a pleasure to her husband and 
the household to listen to her ween 
she sang them open. Hackleifian died 
in his prime just as his great abilities 
began to be fairly known. 
No sons 
but several daughters survived him, 
some of whom inherited his mental 
characteristics in a remarkable de­ 
gree. 
Notably among them was bis 
daughter Indiana, who, had not her 
bright mind been encased in a frail 
form, might have won fame 
as 
a 
writer or graced the forum. 
I nevei 
received a letter from her without 
being startled by the close r^sem­ 
blance of her handwriting to that of 
her father. 
Through her brief life 
which recently ended, she was the 
victim of ill health, but she never lost 
her sweetness of temper hot her de­ 
sire to help others. 
The visit of my old friend and self 
to Rushville will cause us to mark it 
with a ’white stone. 
It was certainly 
in striking contrast to 
the 
frosty 
welcome 
recently 
given 
bv 
Fort 
Wayne to the Commercial 
club 
of 
Muncie. 
Mr. Woodward and I have 
been warm friends for 80 years, and 
be has not failed for many years to 
pay me an annual visit 
traveling 
several hundred miles to do so. 
We 
both enjoy good health, and he is still 
physically and mentally alert, and 
still writes charmingly. Ilere are ex ­ 
tracts from his left cf to mc written 
from Indianapolis after our return 
from Rushville: 
“Honestly I must say that I never 
enjoyed a visit more than I did that 
one. “Jo” Cowing is a very prince of 
good fellows and treated us as if we 
were lords of the realm. 
And that 
blessed little wife of hist 
W hat \\ 
jewel lie has in her! And our dinner 
with ex-Mayor Harvey Cowing and 
his excellent wife and w inning daugh­ 
ter! 
Say, now. there’s a girl to be 
proud of I If I could have had such 
a daughter as that! J had two, both 
died young, and the aching void in 
my heart grows wider 
and 
aches 
harder every time I meet with a girl 
like that. 
“Although now, didn’t we ha vt1 the 
time of our lives! I would write the 
Republican about it but I 
know I 
would have to indulge in such altitu­ 
dinous expressions that I should he 
taken for a lunatic. 
I heard a story 
once about a fellow who went out 
from Rush county to th e -Tai- west 
and took sick. 
The doctors could do 
nothing for him and he sent for a 
preacher, lie could give him no hope 
Of getting well, and advised him to 
prepare for heaven. ‘I don’t want to 
go to heaven,’ the sick man saki. 
‘Surely you don’t want to do to hell '?* 
‘No’, said he. if they will just allow 
me to go back to Rush county I’ll call 
it square and be satisfied!’ 
Ah my 
friend, haven’t we some glorious re­ 
collections of our few years together 
iii dear old Rushville! 
Could I lay 
my hand on the finger that tolls off 
the years on the dial of time I would 
turn it back to the 5th day of March, 
1845— the day I landed in Rushville.” 
At the age of 90 Mr. Woodward is 
still full of youthful enthusiasm, has 
a clear brain and 
keeps 
in 
close 
touch w’ith the world. 
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Today the smoke curls downward, 
And the mist clothes hill and lea; ' 
My lover’s smile turns frownward, 
And the day is dark for me. 
Ah! 
never such summer weather 
\\ ill scent the greenwood lane, 
As when we walked together 
And sang love’s sweet refrain!

some captivity which had come upon 
them because of "their.sins, possibly 
some of the oppressions in the days of 
the J udges* hut it looked onward to 
the deliverance from the captivity in 
Babylon and also beyond the times in 
Which we live to the final restoration 
of Israel to their own land, after 
which they shall be plucked up no 
more forever (Isa. \i, ll, 12; der. xxx!. 
IO; Amos ix. 14, 15). 
We cannot do latter than take the 
division of the psalm suggested by 
Mr. Spurgeon in his “Treasury of 
David," in which he says that in 
verses A the poet sings of the Lord’s 
former mercies and logs Him to re­ 
member His people; In verses 5-7 he 
pleads the cause of afflicted Israel, and 
then, having listened to the sacred 
oracle in verse 8, he published in 
verses 9-13 the joyful tidings of fir 
titre good. 
We must always remember that 
there are a land and a people distinct 
from every other land and people 
chosen by God as a center of blessing 
to all the world—Thy land, O human 
uol, and the children of Israel, a pee 
pie near unto Him (1st), vin, 8 ; Ps. 
cxlviii, 14). 
Bot, Inasmuch as the 
Lord God of Israel Is none other than 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, He who says "I am the Lord 
I che age not’’ (Mal. ill, (»), every true 
child of God may claim Ills love and 
mercy as his own and rejoice in His 
salvation. 
The six tidies "Thou hast” of the 
first three verses declare Him as the 
doer of it all, and so we must see 
Him in every phase of salvation, do 
ing all for His own name's sake, with­ 
out any cause or reason why on our 
part except our guilt and need. "Not 
for your sakes, but for mine holy 
name’s sake” (Ezek. xxxvi, 22). 
The word "favorable" in verse I 
is in the margin "well pleased with* 
and reminds us of Isa. xiii, 21,‘ "The 
Lord is well pleased for Ills righteous 
ness* sake.’* 
There is only one with 
whom Ile Is always well pleased, ami 
His is the only righteousness that < an 
stand, but it is given freely to all 
penitent ones (I Cdr. I, 30; II Cor. v. 
21; Ina. Ixi, IO; xiv, 21), and all sue!) 
can rejoice in iniquity forgiven, sin 
covered, wrath gone <IN. xxxil, I. 2 ; 
Roil., iv. li S; i 'I'Ic-ss. i, lo; I J 
. 
it, 12). 
The word "salvation” in verses 4, 
7, 9, dfiesis to us the whole Bible and 
fixes our eyes and our hearts upon 
Him of whom, as His redeemed ones. 
we are able Co say, "Behold, t rod is 
my 
salvation,” and of whom old 
Simeon spake when, holding the Babe 
Iii his arms he said, "Mine eyes have 
seen thy salvation” (Isa. xii. 2; Lube 
ii, 30). 
I am helped by thinking of 
Him and His salvation under six as­ 
pects, threefold as individual 
and 
threefold in a larger sense. Our Indi­ 
vidual salvation includes first all that 
becomes ours when we receive Jesus 
Christ; as our Saviour—eternal life. 
forgiveness of sins, acceptant e in 
Him, etc., then the working this out 
or manifesting it in the dally life and 
then the perfection of it all in our glo­ 
rified body at His coming. The larger 
aspect includes first the whole church, 
His body, then all Israel and then nil 
nations. What a word it is and what 
a glorious privilege to proclaim it and 
to announce that “the grace %of God 
bringeth salvation to all men” (Tit. 
ii, ll). 
The question will not down, 
"Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us?” to tell the wondrous story, 
but so very few are saying, “Here am 
I; send me” (Isa. vi, 8).

should take hold of every believer's 
heart, and there should be a firm de 
termination to hear only what God 
the Lord has said. 
Opinions of men 
concerning the things of God are 
worth nothing and are often worse 
than nothing and had better never 
have been uttered. 
In Christ Jesus, 
by virtue of His great sacrifice by 
which Ile made peace (Col. i, 20), 
there is; peace with God for every true 
penitent and perfect peace which pnss- 
etli all understanding for any and 
every one whose mind is stayed on 
Him (Rom. v, I; Isa. xxvi, 3; Jer 
xxix, ll; Phil, iv, 6, 7; John xiv.

The introduction of Christianity into 
Europe I a of vital interest to us for 
the reason that it was the final step 
hi missions that assured Christianity 
to our forefathers and through them 
to us. It is of importance also because 
Europe became the first distinctive 
Christian continent of the world and 
demonstrated what Christianity, can do 
for nations and races as well as in­ 
dividuals. Through Europe, Christian­ 
ity came to America, and from Europe 
and America have gone forth the mis­ 
sionaries of modern times to evangel­ 
ize the world 
TI)us we can see even 
in this brief glance at several impor­ 
tant facts 
what momentous issues 
were involved when Paul, the apostle 
to the gentiles, obeyed the divine call 
to preach the gospel in Europe in an­ 
swer to the prayer of the Macedonian. 
“Come over into Macedonia and help 
as.** 
The early history of Christianity in 
Europe is the history of the great 
movement by which the strategic cen­ 
ter of missionary activity was trans­ 
ferred from Antioch, in Syria, to Rome. 
The leaders f the new religious, move­ 
ment were divinely led to select the 
most strategic points from which to 
propagate 
their beliefs. 
Jerusalem 
was naturally the first center, boca us* 
(be gospel was first pre; lied to th 
Jews. 
But Jerusalem v is inadequate 
for gentile activity, and the movement 
was transferred* to Antioch, a great, 
thriving gentile < ity 
As (be move­ 
ment spread Anti 
h became^ hisn iii 
dent, and gradually the center of 
Christian activity 
was removed to 
.Rome, the ca pitas of the Roman em­ 
pire. which was then practFully syn 
onymous with the world. 
From Rome 
their ‘‘line went out through all the 
earth and their words unto the end of 
the world.” 
Paul did not found the 
Christian church at Rome. although he 
had much to do with theYlevelopment 
of the church in the imperial city. 
It is not known for a certainty that 
Peter ever even visited Rome. 
The 
human founder is unknown, but the 
hand of God is ciearly^seeu. and tile 
purpose which He had in view is 
clearly understood. 
From Rome as a 
center, the world was to be evan­ 
gelized, aud before throe centuries had 
passed away Constantine, the Roman 
emperor, had recognized Christianity 
as the religion of Hie empire. 
The 
history 
of 
these great 
movements 
reads like fiction, but nothing is im­ 
possible with God. it is this fact that 
is the basis of owe belief that the 
modern world wilFbe won for Christ.

Charlemagne completed 
the work among tlie Franks. 
Thus 
all Europe was won and became the 
seat of the vast struggles by which 
the creeds of Christendom were de­ 
veloped and the various divisions of 
the Christian church as they exist to­ 
day were determined. 
It is a mighty 
story, and ail the while God was un­ 
folding His plans aud purposes and 
preparing for the great modern move­ 
ment for worldwide evangelization. 
In this great movement we may have 
a part, and the recollection of the 
great deeds of the past should inspire 
tis with new zeal and energy in all 
our missionary interests and activity.

Steel Trust. 


Action Begun in the Federal Court at 


Trenton Declares the United States 
Steel 
Corporation 
and 
Subsidiary 
Companies to Be Operating as an 


Illegal Combination in Restraint of 
Trade, Contrary to Anti-Trust Law. 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 27.—In a suit filed 
in the United States circuit court here 
dissolution of the United States Steel 
corporation and its subsidiary com­ 
panies is asked for by the government. 
The petition charges that the steel 
corporation is an illegal combination j 
in restraint of trade, and therefore 
prohibited by the Sherm an anti-tiu t 
law of July 2, 1890. 
I The defendants named in the bill in­ 
clude thirty-seven corporations, five in­ 
dividuals sued as trustees, and seven­ 
teen in their capacity as officers and 
directors 
of 
the 
steel 
corporation. 
Pending final hearing and determ ina­ 
tion of the case, the government asked 
th at a tem porary restraining order be 
issued enjoining the defendants sev­ 
erally and collectively from continuing 
the alleged illegal monopoly. 
The petition in the case was brought 
to Trenton from W ashington by H. E. 
Colton of the departm ent of justice. 
Immediately after it was placed on file 
Judge William NT. Fanning signed an 
o!rder authorizing the service of sub­ 
penas outside the district of New Jer­ 
s e y 
These subpenaes and copies of 
the bill of complaint were then placed 
in the hands of messengers designated 
by the United States m arshal for de­ 
livery in 
the different districts 
in 
which the defendants reside or have 
their corporate existence. 
Subpenaes

sent by m essenger to United States 
Marshal Henkel. 


Dickinson in New. Role. 


The petition prepared in W ashing­ 
ton bore the names of Attorney Gen­ 
eral George W. W ic k e rh a m and J. M. 
Dickinson, former secretary of war. 
the latter appointed as special assist­ 
ant to the attorney general to prose­ 
cute the proceedings. 
The petition 
was signed here by United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney J. B. Vreeland, who ajv- 
pears as the prosecuting attorney. 
The petition itself consists of tw#h- 
ty-three printed pages in which there 
is set forth in considerable detail the 
conditions of the iron and steel trade 
prior and subsequent to the formation 
of the United States Steel corporation. 
It Is charged that the illegal monopoly 
complained of has been brought about 
by a series of combinations and m er­ 
gers in which the steel interests of the 
country were brought under one gen­ 
eral control.
